BABNEY SCHREIBER'S GREAT SPRINTER WINS 
THE FLEETWING HANDICAP. 

Shows His Dazzling Old-Time Speed in Beating Good 
Opposition and Receives Great Ovation— Spooner 
Also Comes Back to Winning Form. 



New Yt»rk, .July 20. — Barney Sclireiber’s great 
horse. Jack Atkin, won the FltH>twing Handicap at 
Yonkers t<Hlay from six lightly- weight'd opponents 
in 1:12 for the six furlongs. The other starters 
were Half Sovereign. Arondack. Uialto. ColhHiu.v. 
Bat .Master.s«ni and I'antoutle. The champion sprinter 
of last season is once m<»re in grand form and 
sIu»w<h1 pronounced superiority to his op|K>sition, as 
well as improvtHl form over his precetling race at 
Belmont Bark, where he played the ignominious role 
of s«-con<l fiddle to a vastly inferior stable eoni- 
panion. Harrigan. Since then he has changed train- 
ei-s. John Powers has had him in hand for several 
w«‘cks. Jack Atkin was enthusiastically cheered 
when he paraded past the grandstand on his way to 
the iK»st in the big race, but this d«nnonstratiou was 
snbseMuently dwarfe»l by the ovation which grtH‘t«*'d 
the inagniticent tive-year-old .son of Sain — HI Salado 
when he came iiit<* his own in the FltH*twing. 

Getting away last the Missouri-bred racer forge«l 
rapidly into the lead. Notwitiistamling that he had 
I.'UJ pounds up. the big sprinter was timed separate- 
ly in 22 seconds the first quarter. He increased his 
a<lvantage at pleasure as the race progressed, until 
the finish found him pulled up t\vo lengths la*- 
fore the runner-up — Half Sovereign. The Belmont 
fill.v made a particularly gooti showing and will prove 
a formidable factor in the fag end of the season’s 
sprint racing. Rialto, heavily playtnl. ran ladow 
par. Some of the layers offered as goocl as 3 to 1 
alH>ut the winner at the ojaming of ladting and 2 to 
1 was laid everyw'here for large sums. It is said 
that Tom Shaw w<»n a fortune on the success of tin* 
Schreiber colors this afterin)ou. ainl convincing pr<H>f 
that tln*y are highly popular on the American turf 
was furthcoming. 

The two-year-old race at five and a half furlongs 
ranked next in iiniMU’tance to the stake feature. It 
was a big betting affair and Colinet, best backed 
the six youngsters that started, won with impressive 
eas4‘. Colinet’s defeat In Ids previous race was due 
to an accident at the start whereby he was practi- 
cally eliminated as a contender, t’harlie Hargrave 
made a sensational closing sprint into second place 
and may. after all. race m» to bis early private 
work. Follie Levy’s inarviMously fast early pace- 
making was a striking feature of this interesting 
contest. 

S|MK>ner. after virtually a year in eclipse, scon*d 
convincingly in the third, a selling affair at six fur- 
longs. Lema ire’s gelding was backed to the exclu- 
sion of alm<»st every other horse in the rac*e and the 
ring was mulcted in a big way. Shamrock, which 
finished second to May Florence, at <Hlds of to 1. 
was the surprise of the second race. This exquisitely 
bred Whitney castoff cost his present owner only $s.'» 
as a yearling. 

Sup«*rstition had matters all his own way in the 
last ra«*e. the two choices. Beauclen* and Bell«*vie\\ . 
trailing in the. rear of their field until ttM> late for 
their respectife final moves to be eff»H.'tive, Tlie 
.iockeys on the defeated choi<*cs — Taplin and L.vnch — 
were busily engaged in getting in one another’s way 
during the first mile of the running. 

.Met 'alley was c*onspicuous in a jo«*key way with 
two winners. He is coming to be regardeil as one 
of tile iM'st lightweight riders in the country. 

The fine card that was offered drew a more than 
average attendan<*e to tin* track toilay. The wind 
dried «»ut the track consiilerably overnight ami tin* 
going was better than on any otJier da.v of the sea- 
son so far. 

T. W. O’Brien has purchased Mellowmint for 
$2.-loo from J. R. Taylor, and the horse will be 
handled b.v .Vndy Blakeley in future. 

Fireball was cut down in his race of yesterday, 
and it will be at h*ast some days liefore he will 
be able to start again. Keep Moving, another of 
Bi‘dweirs starters yesterday, was kicked at the iK»st 
by Summer Night.

ESTABAN ON LAST LAP OF HIS TRIP. 

Warsaw. Ind., July 2«i. — H. H. Weatherley ami 
Esteban, the six-year-old thoroughbred wdiich he is 
riding from New York to Chicago, as a test of the 
horse’s i>owers of endurance, left here bnlay ami will 
reach their western destination toinori(*w night, 
t’omerning his trip from Lima, O.. Mr. Weatherley 
said: 

“We left Lima last Thursday evening, intending 
to make a night ride to Fort Wayne. Shortly after 
taking our departure from Lima we were caught in 
tlie now famous July Ohio hailstorm. Stones the 
size of a bantam’s egg were playing such a lively 
tattiHi on Estebaii’s head and his rider’s face that 
rather than risk the chance of souring his disposition 
I pulled into a nearby farm house and remained over 
night. Next morning- we continued on to Fort 
Wayne, sixty-eight miles distant by wagon road, and 
reached that place at midnight Friday. Esteban 
sttMKl the sixty-eight miles journey without turning a 
Lair, and was hM>king for his oats when I -put him 
up in Weber’s barn. I remained at Fort Wayne over 
Saturday an<l gave the Gentlemen’s Driving Club an 
exhibition work-out of a mile. The f«»rty-seven miles 
between here and Fort *> ayne were covered between 
Sunday morning and 4 o’cl«K*k in the afternoon. 
The horse reach<*d here f<‘eling fine and probably 
wondering why he was asked to go only forty-seven 
miles.”

This incident was 
the only happening of an otherwise routine after- 
iMMiii of ra<*iug. There was a noticeable absence of 
class in the various races and enthusiasm seemed 
corre.siMindingly lacking. The finishes in sevenil in- 
stances were close (*nough to suit the most exacting. 

The only ra<-e without selling (imditions w’as the 
second, in which a nn*ili<K*re band of two-year-old 
fillies started. It was won by Western Lad.v in a 
siiirltiMl finish with Whim and Mae Henley. Form 
players started the day auspiciously when Ozana. the 
favorite, took the purst- in a canter from (blin. an 
outsider, in the opening dash. Tlie victory of West- 
ern Lady, also a favorite, hel|M>d them considerably, 
but they encountered a setback in the third, when 
Carthage jnsf did manage to g»*t up in time. Car- 
thage’s stretch run was a sensational one and he de- 
serveil the victory, as he was cb*arly lH*st. 

IIy|H*riou II. and Arionette. former stablemates, had 
the fourth ra<-e to themselves and Hy|M*rion II. t«Mik 
the measure of the fillj', which had lanm Installed 
favoriH*.
